SCHOOL REPORT. 


The following report of the schoolsin town for the past year 
is respectfully submitted : 

Four schools have been maintained in town the past year. The 
total length of the schools for the year has been 100 weeks at 
an average cost, exclusive of what was paid for conveyance of 
scholars and shingling the Four Corners’ school-house of $6.37 
per week. Whole number of scholars enrolled for the year 86. 
Average expense per scholar $7.50. Average expense per 
scholar in each school: Four Corners, $13.25, 63 cents per 
week; East Village, $7.26, 25 cents per week; Flat, $7.05, 24 
cents per week ; Ryder’s Corner $6.22, 29 cents per week. 

The following are the different schools and teachers : 


DIVISION NO. 1, FOUR CORNERS. 


Mrs. Della Sawyer, teacher. We consider it fortunate that 
we were able to secure so competent a teacher for this school 
as Mrs. Sawyer. ‘Thoroughness and a clear comprehension of 
all the subjects studied were evinced by the pupils, so that both 
terms reflected greatly to the credit of both teacher and pupils. 

DIVISION NO. 2, EAST VILLAGE. 

The summer and fall terms were under the instruction of 
Miss Minnie T. Clark, who fully sustained her “former reputa- 
tion here as a successful teacher. Miss Clark is one who puts 
her whole energies into the work of her school and the final ex- 
aminations clearly showed that during the two terms, teacher 
and scholars had worked harmoniously together for the good 
of the school. The winter term was taught by Miss Grace P. 
Hooper, who, we think, labored faithfully for the best interests 
of the school, and those who attended regularly made good im- 
provement. The general deportment of the school was satis- 
factory. 

DIVISION NO. 3, FLAT. 

The summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Clara B. 
Barton, a teacher of considerable experience. Miss Barton is 
one who labors hard for the good of her pupils and desires that 
they do only what is right. The scholars seemed interested in

their studies and good advancement was generally made. ‘The 
winter term was taught by Miss Elva L. McIntire, a teacher of 
experience, who works with zeal for the success of her pupils. 
Great improvement was made during the term in all the studies 
pursued. The recitations of the classes in History and Physiol- 
ogy especially were most commendable. We were pleased to 
see so many of the parents present at the close of the school 
and wish that those in other parts of the town would try and 
visit their schools more in the future than they have in the 
past, for we believe that there is no way of helping our schools 
more than by parents and citizens becoming more familiar with 
them through frequent visits. 


“DIVISION NO. 4, RYDER’S CORNER. 
The pupils in this division enjoyed two very profitable terms 
of school with Mrs. Cora A. Sanborn as teacher and we are 


pleased that they made such good use of it, by strict attention 
to their studies and regular attendance.
